Taz Bank return of the 4th inst. is one of the most remarka-

THE BANK OF ENGLAND AND THE RISE IN THE | , - oe 


The chief causes of this sudden change from the quietude 
of the first half at least of September to the high rates of the 
present time, is to be found in the remarkable revolution 
which has occurred in the Liverpool and Manchester markets 
during the last ten days. It has been discovered that the 
future supplies of cotton will be less than had been supposed, 
and that the stocks of manufactured goods on hand and 
speedily available will be inadequate to meet the demand. 
The effect of the adoption of these views has been a sudden 
start of 6d per lb in raw cotton, of 8d per lb in yarn, and of 
say 3s per piece on cotton goods. Orders for cotton have 
been despatched to all parts of the world, and there is again 
a vigorous demand for silver for the East. The phenomenon 
is one, therefore, of a sudden demand for capital to be em- 
ployed in fostering the importation of commodities wanted 
speedily and in large quantities. This demand for capital 
happens, as in many former years, to coincide in time with 
the expansion which always occurs in the autumn im the 
note circulation ; and hence it arises that the policy of the 
Act of 1844 subjects the Bank on this as on former occasions 
to a double strain at the same moment. The note circulation 
will gradually fall during the next five or six weeks—and 
pro tanto will strengthen the banking reserve. 

It is quite possible that the immediate pressure for capital 
may be so urgent as to tocompel the Bank to advance the rate 
still further. The present banking reserve is so small that 
‘the directors,cannot afford to speculate on favourable chances 


—they must'deal promptly with actual facts. The trade of 


the country is sound, and we believe remarkably profitable in

THE IDEA AT THE BOTTOM OF THE IRISH 
CONSPIRACY. 

Wuatever the feeling of those of the Irish labourers who 
have taken part in this Fenian conspiracy, the evidence seems 
to be accumulating that their leaders had not national inde- 
pendence in view, but the destruction of the aristocracy and 
the division of the land. In short, the revolution has not 
been planned this time by patriots as such, but by sans 
culottes. The most remarkable documents which have as yet 
been put in evidence, are all outbursts of wrath against the 
great aristocratic landowners, against the Irish not less than 
the Engli<h territorial lords. So far as a political revolution 
was contemplated at all, it seems to have been as a means 
only to the end of a social revolution. Without destroying the 
English Government, of course the chance of extinguishing 
the great aristocracy, and getting the land to divide among 
the peasants, must have always remained a dream ; and, ac- 
cordingly, persons like O’Keeffe, probably his correspondent 
| Luby, and others of the active leaders, wished to bring about the 
| political revolution mainly as a step to the much greater social 
revolution (on the French pattern) which they contemplated. 
“ The Duke of Leinster with 72,000 acres,” says Mr O'Keeffe, 
“ the Earl of Ormonde with 100,000, and the Marquis of Sligo 
“ with 50,000 acres, may be regarded as the officers of that 
“ great army of exterminating landlords who banish the Irish 
“people from their native country. They may not exter- 
“ minate, themselves, but they are not less the fons et origo 
* of extermination. The French, knowing this, exterminated 
“their aristoeracy, and every honest revolution must 
+ imitate that of France. We must do the same. But you 
“ asked me,—how are we to get at these men? My reply is, 
“ «how did the French get at them?’ They first wrote them 
| down by the pens of their Voltaires, and then slew them by 
“the hands of their sans culottes. Revolution as it is 
‘| understood on the Continent,—as it is understood in every 
|‘ country where men are sane,—has no other object but the 
| « subversion of the aristocracy. It can have no other cbject, 
“ because they and they alone are the source of all the cala- 
“‘ mities of which the producing classes complain, national 
“ subjugation amongst the rest. To preserve them, Ireland 
“‘ must be enslaved, chained, scourged, trampled on. To pre- 
|‘ serve them, estates must be consolidated, to the utter 
| “ destruction of the working classes. Now the nature of pro- 
“‘perty determines the nature of law, because the primary 
|“ object of law is the preservation of property. Where that 
“property is aristocratic (exists in large masses), all the 
“laws are likewise aristocratic, ruinous, and destructive 
“to the working classes”; whence, of course, the policy 
of uprooting the aristocratic classes,—Mr Luby, we see, 
repudiates “‘assassination,’ and we suppose Mr O’Keeffe’s 
proposal to “exterminate” them is strong enough,— 
follows as a very simple and ‘necessary inference. Other 
letters, disclosing the general designs of the leaders, though 
not taking views quite so broad and commanding as Mr 
O’Keeffe’s, all harp on the agrarian feeling, rather than on 
political disgust, as the true root of the rebellion. The letter 
seized in Mr O’Leary’s possession, signed “J. O’Doherty- 
“« Major,” does not indeed propose as a preliminary reform to 
extirpate the aristocracy. It contemplates the much milder 
measures of “ burning all the growing crops and houghing all 
“ the cattle that may be on the land from which the people 
“ have been so tyrannically and illegally ejected. Then the 
“ tyrants would soon see that the hard-working people would 
“be preferable to waste lands.” Every insight we have 
gained into the Irish conspiracy shows bitter agrarian feeling 
at the bottom of it, rather than any political enthusiasm, 
——an agrarian feeling which is quite as bitter against 
their own ancient leaders, the Fitzgeralds and the Butlers, as 
against the new English proprietors. Indeed, Mr O'Keeffe 
expressly says that the new English proprietors are not the 
root of what he calls the evil, but the old landed aristocracy. 
Remembering that for many years back almost all the violent 
crime of Ireland has been agrarian, there certainly appears 
something more intelligible in this than in a purely political

Doubtless, one secret of this conspiracy is the dream that the 
working class of Ireland ought to have a right to occupy In|} 
land, though Ireland has already, by the working of the laws 
of private property, got into the possession of an opulent class, 
just as the working class of America are permitted—for even 
there it is not a right—to occupy the waste lands of America 
to which no proprietor has ever established a claim. 


If this be, as seems most probable, the ratoinale of the 
Fenian rising in Ireland, nothing can exceed the guilt of any 
man of culture and capacity who stirs such thoughts in the 
minds of the poor, and makes them believe such a territorial 
division feasible. The law of property, unlike the law touching 
personal rights, is always difficult to ground in the consciences 
of men. The proof of its advantage to society is demonstrative, 
but it is a proof not accessible to unlettered peasants, who can

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possessed by men of little worth in the face of great poverty 
oppressing men of great worth,—and who, once roused by this 
mixed feeling of sheer greed and an indignation which they 
think righteous, are capable of any crimes, without entertain- 
ing any one definite or even conceivable view as to the system 
they would substitute in the place of individual property in land. 
The institution of property is the one least guarded by the rude 
natural conscience of men, of all that are essential to the order} 
of civilised society. Hence is is the oné on the grievances of 
which the true demagogue ever harps, and harps with most 
certainty of success. In the present instance, many circum 
stances, as we have seen, combined to make the poor Irish 
sensitive to the working of the actual property laws of Ireland, 
and if it can be shown that they have been played upon by 
designing men, themselves sufficiently educated to understand 
the kind of chaos thev were attempting to introduce, and yet 
willing to plunge Ireland into all the horrors of a Jacquerie wat 
for the sake of any spoil they might be able to appropriate, 
no punishment for such men could be too heavy. Of course 
the mass of the poor fellows who shouldered their pikes in the 
nightly drills were mere instruments for one or two more 
intelligent persons to play upon,—and instruments on which, 
in any connection with the land laws, it was very easy indead 
to play.

} But to a grave observer the present state and con- 
| stitution of Switzerland affords a singular accumulation of

texts for political reflection. It is a mass of political anoma- 
lies, and though a dissertation upon them would be tedious, 
a simple enumeration and explanation of them may not be 


First. Switzerland is a complete exception to the cardinal 
maxims of many modern politicians,—the doctrine of na- 
tionalities. It is generally laid down that unity of race, or 
atiany rate unity of language, is essential to the successful 
getion of a healthy Free State. But in Switzerland there is 
nowuch unity: it contains about two millions and a half of 
inhabitants, and about a half million of families, of which 
the division by race is this :—

The Latin race and the German race are not, here as often in 
modern Europe, compounded into a single new race, but exist 
separately, each keeping its own speech, its own mode of 
feeling, its own dress, and its own physiognomy. And to 
make the matter still worse, in the break up of the Latin lan- 
guage, two of the great modern languages into which it was 
decomposed (not to speak of the intermediate and very 
curious romance dialects), fixed themselves in these valleys. 
In consequence, there is no common political speech for poli- 
tical discussion. Newspapers appear in three languages, and 

three languages are spoken in the legislative assemblies. The 
German race undoubtedly predominates, not only because of 
its numbers, but because it is the most energetic and manu- 
facturing, and also because its principal competitor, the 
French, is not exactly pure French, as any one may see who 
looks at the physiognomy of the people or listens to their 
conversation, but French with a strong German element thrown 
| into and fused with it. Both the Northern invaders and the 
Romanised Gauls clung to the pleasant banks of the Lake of 
Geneva, and their descendants have a solidity reminding us 
more of Alsace or Normandy than of Paris or “the South.” 
Nevertheless, two races there are in Switzerland, and three 
| languages all vigorous, all likely to last and live, and so long 
as they do live, to be an invincible obstacle to the absolute 
universality of the “ principle of nationalities.” 
| Nor is Switzerland more united in religion than in race. 
A substantial predominance of some one religious creed has 
been thought an inseparable preliminary and is really an in- 
valuable help to Free Government. Yet in this little Republic 
we have two religions both exercising a great sway over the

The Constitution even gives 
instruments for such sectarian and anti-national action. Hach 
tanton has its own Government, its own separate adminis-~ 
wwators and rulers, and by these each religious creed is able to 
urb the common unity if its believers thought fit. In 1847, 
was a sort of religious secession, a Sonderbund of Euro- 
pean interest, though the greater events of 1848 soon pushed 
itout of European memory, But taking the whole history of 
tzerland, and looking to its present religious state, it may 
be cited as a great example that political freedom may be 
firmly established, notwithstanding a fundamental diversity 
iM teligion as well as in race and language. 
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world wholly based, and apparently thriving, upon universal 
suffrage. The old constitutions previous to 1848, it is true, pre- 
| sented every species of anomaly and singularity. They failed 
from age and time, and, no attempt having been made to reform 
them in time, new ones of a nineteenth century pattern were 
made to replace them. When the history is looked into, it 
will be found that these Swiss constitutions—some auto- 
cratic, some democratic, some having subject districts, but all 
as far as political action was concerned, one and indivisible, 
really perished—perished in vitality and real soul—at the 
first French revolution. Half the old institutions, in truth, fell 
then, and the ancient Swiss constitutions with them :—they 
were old houses, and could not last out that 
and once down, their nature was such that, though they could 
be revived in part and in seeming, in real essence they could 
not be revived at all. They rested on hereditary associations, 
on a customary deference, on an admitted leadership; and 


Thirdly. An Englishman cannol, in the midst of his present 
Controversies, look without interest at a republic of the old 
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great tempest, 


when that admission, that custom, those associations were 
once broken and-dissolved, they could never be re-combined. 
At present, the basis of the polity is the broadest possible. 
Every Swiss over twenty, not under some special disability, 
has a vote, and the representation of the different cantons in 
the ‘“‘ National Council’’—the House of Representatives, as we 
should call it—is based on population only. The great divi- 
sion of property renders this not only practicable, but easy. 
The basis of society is a basis of equality. It is said, though 
we cannot vouch for it as a statistical fact, that there 
are as many landed proprietors in the single Canton de 
Vaud as in the whole of England. But, without precise 
figures, it is certain that “every rood maintains its 
man; that the sides of the Lake of Geneva are 
lined with walls to protect the petty vineyards from their 
neighbours ; that half the valleys look to an English eye like 
“ allotment grounds,” so minute is the patchwork of cultiva- 
tion. The English notion that land is the bulwark of 
aristocracy is as out of place here as in France; the land 
here is the bulwark of democracy. So long as it is divided 
into minute parcels, so long political power will be divided— 
naturally and inevitably almost among the same units. The 
present constitution of Switzerland, anomalous though it be, 
or though an Englishman may think it so, has undoubtedly a 
singular suitableness to the society in which it is established 
and to the people by whom it is administered. An English- 
man who is accustomed to examine political matters carefully 
will also find in the policy of Switzerland a singularity which 
will interest him the more because it in some degree 
resembles a peculiarity in his own polity. There is a great 
theory that in a political constitution. the legislative and 
executive power should be entirely separated; that one 
should be lodged in the hands of one set of persons, and the 
other in the hands of another set; that they should be 
divided as they are divided in America. But by the 
practical English Constitution, the true executive, the 
Prime Minister, is appointed by the Legislative Assembly. 
So far from the Executive being an emanation from the people 
and the Legislature another emanation, the Executive is an 
emanation of the second order; it is the appointee of the 
Legislature. What the English Constitution, according to its 
refined nature, does artificially and by stealth, the Swiss 
Constitution does openly and distinctly. The administration 
is in the hands of the Federal Committee (conseil federal)— 
and this Cabinet is chosen by the legislative assemblies ; out of 
this Committee the assemblies name yearly a President and 
Vice-President. The unity of legislative and executive 
authority is, however, less perfect than in England, since the 
Federal Committtee is named in advance by the Assembly for 
three years certain, whereas our Prime Minister and Cabinet 
are only chosen during pleasure, and can be removed when 
Parliament thinks fit. 


Lastly. The Cantonal Government has for a political philo- 
sopher the same interest which an old fossil has for the 
geologist. It is of the primary period of free governments. 
Mr Grote, in bis celebrated letter, observed that Switzerland 
had for him a peculiar attraction, “from a certain analogy 
“ nowhere else to be found in Europe, with those who pro- 
“ minently occupy my thoughts and on whose history I 
“am still engaged—the ancient Greeks.” These small po- 
litical communities,—united together, indeed, for many pur- 
poses, but still political units,—glorying in their separate indi- 
vidualities, and jealous of the power and interference of one 
another, recal to us two things ;—first, that minuteness was 
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once as conclusively deemed a necessity for a Free State 
as we now deem it an obstacle. An ancient speculator would 
have been amazed at the English monarchy or the American 
commonwealth, but he would have been at home in Schwytz 
or Uri, and would have understood far more easily and nicely 
than an Englishman the difference between Great Basle and 
Little Basle, and the relations in former times between the 
superior Canton of Berne and the subject Canton de 
Vaud. 
plexities of modern Europe, would have fixed on these 
little communities as the sole free Governments in ac- 
cordance with his conceptions and explicable by his ex- 
perience. Secondly, we are reminded of what is a more 
important point, the extreme newness in the world of 
the present movement towards “‘ unity of peoples.’ The old 
feeling is not towards union but disunion. There are—not only 
the Swiss Constitution, as it came down from medizeval times, 
but in the present Constitution, adapted as it is carefully and 
heedfully to modern thoughts and modern feelings,—half Can- 
tons as well as Cantons. Unterwalden, Appenzell, and Basle, 
are each bisected in this way, and each half is commonly at 
political antipathy with the other half. “What one parish 
“ hates is another parish,” was the saying of one of the great 
reformers of our Poor Law system; and half the history of 
Free States is a comment onit. Until now all great States 
have been made by the sword, it is only now that we are 
making them without compulsion gnd by choice. 

Notwithstanding this complication of anomalies, it is cer- 
tain that the policy of Switzerland works well. Much strain, 
| it is true, is not thrown upon it. It is not a regulating State 
|in Europe ; it is not required to have a policy. It cannot in- 
| terfere, and soit need not discuss or think whether it ought 
to interfere. But on domestic matters its fruits are good. 
The finances, though bearing traces of the expensive age in 
which we live, are in complete order ; its railways, in spite of 
| peculiar engineering difficulties, are completed wita singular 
| rapidity ; its telegraphs grow even faster. The banking sys- 
|tem is developing with singular rapidity, and the interior 
| credit economy of Geneva is so excellent as to be almost Eng- 
|lish. It has established free trade, and has a capital Customs 
|revenue nevertheless. Its Constitution guarantees the 
liberty of the press, the free exercise of recognised Christian 
|forms of worship, and what sounds odd enough, the inviola- 
bility of letters sent by post. It is drawn with a view to meet 
| the most pressing and conspicuous wants of the nineteenth 
|ceutury, and, on the whole, it does meet them. A great 
eoantry Switzerland could not be, but a comfortable country 
| it certainly is; and a citizen of a great Empire like England, 
{cannot but regard it as the consiant inhabitant of a huge 
| city is apt to regard a homely little village; he sees a life 
smaller and less refined, but yet simpler and more natural 
than his own.

THE DECLINE OF COTTIERISM. 
| A srep in the transition which we have been attempting to 
| trace, not less pregnant with consequences than any we have

We will suppose the case of an Irish landowner —it| 
may be an old proprietor who has stood the shock of faming| 
and free trade, or a recent purchaser in the Landed Estates) 
Court :—on coming to look into his estate, he finds it in some| 
such condition as this—broken up into a number of small 


wretchedly poor and ignorant, without the means or the idea| 
of improvement, the greater number of them most probably | 
largely in arrear of rent. We know how these people in| 
former times contrived to subsist, and to keep on terms with| 
their landlords. They are the cottiers, whom we attempted in| 
a former paper to describe, living on the produce of their potato’ 
patches, and paying their rent, partly through their corn crop, 
chiefly in labour. It is evident now at a glance that all these/|| 
resources have failed them together. Potatoes have become at 
once a greatly less productive and a greatly more precarious 
crop. Even could the cottier depend on his potato garden for 
subsistence, he has still his rent to pay. From what fund is this| 
to come? Grain crops he can no longer raise with any hope || 
of profit. Free trade prices forbid this, and we suspect that, | 
free trade prices apart, the deterioration of the soil, worn out)| 
by the wretched cultivation so long pursued, would forbid it. ) 
At the same time the other resource, the sale of his labour, 
equally fails him; for the landowner and the large farmerare| 
also curtailing the area of their tillage, and no longer need his | 
services. Such is the posture of affairs. Under these cireum- 
stances what generally happens, when the landlord is a man|| 
of sense and humanity, is something of this kind. He comes 
to the most hopeless amongst his tenantry, and lays before | 
them the conditions of the problem. So long as they! 
ray their rent, of course he will not disturb them in their| 
farms: he has no desire to press them harshly ; but it is ob 





rent for his land. He will then probably suggest emigration, | 
agree to excuse arrears of rent, add the offer of a small sum 
to help them on their way. Some will eagerly embrace the} 
proposal ; others wiil hesitate, but the inevitableness of the 
step will soon be apparent to all. At the same time letters 
wiil be arriving from friends across the Atlantic urging tothe 
same course. ‘To these continued influences the cottiers,—at 
least the most wretched and hopeless of the class,—generally 
yield. Most of them, we imagine, emigrate ; but some pass| 
to the large towns or to England and throw themselves on the 
labour market ; a few, for a time, while the work of consoli- | 
dation and conversion is in progress, find employment on the 
lands which as tenants they formerly cultivated. By such 
means the estate in time is relieved of its superabundant 
population, and the landlord, at length master of the situation, 
proceeds to deal with his property according to his ideas of 
what is expedient. He may adopt any of several course;— 
either retain the land he has taken up in his own hoods, o 
consolidating it into two or three fairly sized farms, look out 
for substantial tenants, or, a not unfrequent course, dispose 
of it in augmentation of the holdings of the most promising 
of the small tenants who remain. 

Some such course as this is what is now being pursued over 
a large portion of Ireland. We confess—while keenly alive to 
the distressing lot of the people, who are thus, for no fault of 
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virtually driven from their country—we are quite unable 


theirs, 


to find anything in the course of proceeding we have described 


either to reprobate or to deplore. What better can be done 
for these people, who are literally without the means of sub- 
sisting here save on the terms of a wholesale confiscation of 
landed property (and even this would furnish but a temporary 
resource), than to help them to a country where the market 
for labour—the only commodity they have to dispose of—is 
high We say this is what happens when the Trish landlord is 
man of sense, and has learned to recognise the existence of | 
rights paramount even to those of landed property, Unfor- 
tunately, this description is by no means universally applicable 
in Ireland. Facts are constantly coming to light which show 
how strong are still the traditions of Irish landlordism. It 
was but the other day that a County Meath jury gave heavy 
damages against a landlord who had endeavoured, by a false 
pretence, to effect, without notice and without time for prepa- 
ration, a wholesale eviction of his tenantry. In this case the 
law was violated ; but it is but too plain what hardships might 
be inflicted by landlords, in the present circumstances of 
Ireland, while keeping strictly within their legal rights; it is 
obvious, too, how strong the temptation to rigour most often 
be, and how feeble the feelings which would oppose it. 


The Encumbered Estates Court is commonly described as 
the greatest boon ever conferred upon Ireland. The praise is 
scarcely too high ; yet it must be said that even the Encum- 

| bered Estates Court has not been without its drawbacks. It 
has favoured the admission to the rank of landlord of a class 
of men utterly unfitted, by their habits and past training, for 
exercising with due moderation a landlord’s rights. There 
are in most of the thriving Irish towns some people—small 
tradesmen, country attorneys, cattle dealers, and the like— 
who, by dint of sheer parsimony, combined frequently with 
money-lending at usurious rates, have succeeded, in the course 
of a lifetime, in scraping together a few thousand pounds. 
These people are eager to invest their savings in land. They 
never, of course, think of turning farmers, They buy as an 
investment, and their only thought is to make their invest- 
ment a good one. Delighted with their newly-acquired 
authority, they have no scruple at all in getting rid of every 
tenant who cannot at once make good his engagements, and of 
squeezing the highest possible rent from those who can. It 
is by no means uncommon on such properties to find rents 
raised two or three times consecutively in ten years, the 
tenants steadily sinking as the process goes on, with the 
prospect of eviction and emigration or the workhouse in the 
end. And why not? some reader will perhaps interpose. Is it 
not a question of demand and supply—an affair of contract— 
a “law” of political economy? Would you interfere with 
the rights of property? We may attempt on a future 
occasion to deal with this view of the case; meanwhile, we 
content ourselves with stating the fact. There may be a 
nemesis in store for such landlords; but for the present, when 
they are not shot, they make 10 or even 15 per cent. on their 
purchase money. 

Cottierism, as a system, is thus passing away; and in place 
of the old cottiers there is arising a class of farmers, not alto- 
gether without capital, with holdings ranging from 15 to 30 
and 40 acres ; and a class of mere labourers employed chiefly 
by these latter. No one can doubt, however lowly he may 
estimate the condition of the new farming class—if we may 
80 describe them—that they are at all events a vast improve- 
ment on the cottiers whom they have displaced. Can the 
same be said of the new labouring class? There are those 
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This, we think, is about the utmost that can be truly said. 
But the important point is not as to the present physical well- 
being of the Irish labourer, but as to his “ standard of com- 
‘* fort,” as to the idea of what constitutes decent living pre- 
vailing amongst his class.

THE AUSTRIAN MANIFESTO AND ITS RECEPTION. 


Tuts document, which, if Austria has at last found a states- 
man, may become as famous as the charter of Runnymede, 
produced on its first appearance mingled feelings of conster- 
nation and satisfaction. Consternation, because it seemed to 
announce another political experiment in a country which 
cannot afford to try experiments; satisfaction, because on 
closer examination the Imperial manifesto bore no trace of 
implying a coup d'état. The fact is, the plan proposed by 
the new Austrian Mirister is more constitutional than the 
system it modifies. The Vienna Reichsrath was rather un- 
graciously nicknamed, after its author, Schmerling’s Theatre, 
because the people looked upon it as a fantastic creation, and 
as being in no respect a well-digested scheme of representation 
of the manifold races and ancient traditions of Austria, 
Transylvania, it is true, had a few months ago been bribed to 
send deputies to Vienna, but Hungary and the Czechs, Croatia, 
Dalmatia, and Venetia, sturdily and persistently refused. 
Rightly to understand the signification of the manifesto we 
must remember the circumstances under which the change of | 
Government last August took place. Several speakers in the 
Reischsrath, and especially Kaiserfeld, the member for Gratz, 
had insisted upon the necessity of measures being adopted for a | 
reconciliation with Hungary. No Minister trusted by the 
Hungarians was in the Cabinet, and Schmerling, instead of 
promising to make reconciliation a cardinal point in his policy, 
jeered at the Hungarians for declining participation in his 
February Constitution, and declared that he, at any rate, 
could afford to wait. if Schmerling had been a great admi- 
nistrator like Sir Robert Peel, and used his four years of office 
to make Austria prosperous, he might have been able to play 
this game. But the Empire had grown neither in strength 
nor honour since the Schmerling-Rechberg Ministry took 
office in 1861. The foreign policy of the Government had 
been a signal failure, not to characterise it by a severer term. 
Instead of the authority of the German Bund and the aspira- 
tions of the German people being vindicated (the only excuse 
for the Congress of Frankfort in 1863 and of the Schleswig- 
Holstein war in 1864), Austria was dragged on by Bismarck 
from one concession to another. Diplomatists laughed at the 


| Cabinet of Vienna, and the chivalrous army, beaten but not 
| disgraced at Solferino and Magenta, was stung to the quick at 


its own Government inflicting on it humiliations more mortify- 
ing than battles lost in the field. The policy, therefore, which 
had for its object an alliance between Prussia and Austria 
ended in producing such exasperation that war between them 
was with the greatest difficulty prevented. Nor was Schmer- 
ling’s home policy more commendable. Prussia successfully 
baffled the attempts of Austria to join the Zollverein, and Von 
Plener proved himself the most incompetent Finance Minister 
in Europe. Feeble abroad, timid and unsuccessful at home, 
the Schmerling Administration was not in a position to hold 
its own against the non-German races. Nothing, therefore, 
remained but for Ministers to be chosen who would make 
reconciliation with Hungary their first care. Count Beleredi, 
the able Governor of Bohemia, and known for his decentralising 
principles, and Majlath, the soberest and most statesmanlike 
of Hungarian patriots, were the men marked out as the 
natural successors of Schmerling. 


The satisfaction, almost enthusiasm, with which the mani- 
festo has been welcomed at Pesth and in all the non-German 
provinces, is a, proof that the people whose traditions have 
most accustomed them to know the meaning of self-govern- 
ment see in in it no violation of constitutional liberties. And 
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we cannot be surprised at Pesth and Prague and Agram and 
Lemberg pronouncing a more favourable judgment on it than 
!/ Vienna seemed disposed to do at first ; because the most prac- 
|| tical proof of respect and deference for constitutional rights 
was given by the Belcredi-Majlath Government in the simul- 

taneous issue of rescripts convoking the local Landtags for 
| the 23rd November and the Hungarian Diet for 10th

We have shown before how the Emperor in this 

|| manifesto laid marked stress upon the value of represen- 
| tative Government, “this sure guarantee for the further- 

“ance of the interests of the Empire as of the Provinces,”’ 
| and deplored the nonfulfilment of his expectations by the 
| Hungarians not having joined the Reichsrath. Referring then 
tothe solemn oath of fidelity to the Constitution, he decided 
to submit the diploma of October 20, 1860, and the patent of 
February 21, 1861, to the Austrian and Hungarian Diets for 
their acceptance. The proposals made by those Diets will then 
be submitted ‘tothe legal representatives of theother kingdoms 
“and provinces in order to obtain and to learn their equally im- 
“ portant judgment thereon.” Meantimeall matters of pressing 
urgency, and “ especially those relating to the financial and 
“ economical interests of the Empire,” will be treated by the 
Ministry. But to prevent any chance of these momentous 
subjects being disposed of without due constitutional check and 
control, the authority of the National Debt Commission re- 
mains intact. 

It may be, we think it is, a misfortune that the Hungarians 
did not send deputies to the Reichsrath, but as they could not 
| be persuaded to do this, it is difficult to see what other course 
was left for the Government to adopt. It is easy to criticise 
the disadvantages of the Reichsrath being temporarily ad- 
journed, but it is very difficult to suggest any other mode by 
which the rights and prejudices of the Hungarians could have 
been encountered with so fair a chance of arriving at a mutual 
understanding. Everything now depends upon the firmness, 
statesmanship and honesty, of the Ministers. 

They have two great difficulties pulling in a contrary 
|direction. The German provinces having exercised power 
| through their deputies in the Reichsrath for several 
| years, will be irritated and rendered suspicious by the 
determination of the Government that they should divide 
their power with the numerically equal, but intellectually 
inferior, non-German provinces. They will say, “ We 
“ obeyed the call and sent representatives to Vienna without 
| * hesitation, and why should the unaccommodating Magyars 
“and Wallachs and Croats be humoured, and we have our 
“ duties and power interrupted.” This is, of course, one of 
the many difficulties which must arise in a country composed of 








races of so many different degrees of civilisation, and there is | 
| almost as great a difference between the metaphysical Ger- | 


man and the primitive inhabitant on the Maros, as there is 
between a dweller on the banks of the Thames and on the 
Ganges, 
The other difficulty will lie in the chance of demands being 
;made by the Hungarians, consistent, perhaps, with ancient 
charters and traditions, but inconsistent with the centralisation 
necessary to the political authority of a first-rate Power. 
The fact is it is a misfortune that this great constitutional 
question has to be solved in the nineteenth century. The 
| necessities of our civilisation require a considerable amount of 
centralisation. Autonomic rights may be pushed so far as to 
| clash with the organisation indispensable for material progress 
j and development. There was nothing, for instance, the 
Hungarians clung to with more tenacity at one time than 
| separate custom-house frontiers between Austria and Hungary. 
Yet nothing could be more unreasonable or more absurd in 
| these days, than to have two custom-house frontiers in the 
| same State. Such sentiments of nationality degenerate into 
| narrow-minded and pedantic provincialism. We have always 
| sympathised with the attachment of the Hungarians to their 
‘ ancient charter.” But every one interested in the civilisa- 
tion of Eastern Europe will admit that it is of higher im- 
portance that the whole of Austria should be governed under 
an enlightened, progressive, and constitutional government, 
than that Hungary should, by the retention of obsolete and 
| unseasonable privileges, make such a state of things in Austria 
impossible. ‘The Hungarians have now a glorious opportunity 
ior showing that they possess the moderation of practical 
| men as well as the enthusiasm of patriots. Let them consult 
| he interests of the nineteenth century as well as prove them- 
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selves learned in musty diplomas. Let them show Europe 
that they are statesmen as well as lawyers. 

The new Ministers have already given signs of energy 
economy, very rare in Austria. Count Beleredi and Count 
Larssch, the Finance Minister, have laid the axe ruthlessly to 
the overgrown and upas-like bureaucracy. The government 
offices, which had become a huge system of in-door relief for 
the nation, an official almshouse, are every day losing some of 
their inmates, and the army has undergone a serious 
reduction. 

It is notorious that the capital in the country is insufficient 
for the development of its railways, its mineral and agrical. 
tural reaources. The money markets of Europe are governed 
by no sentimental politics. Superfluous capital will always 
flow into those countries whose trade is least restricted and 
life freest. The new Austrian Ministers have only to prove 
that they recognise the conditions of modern commercial lifg 
to see their most sanguine wishes for the prosperity of the 
Empire fulfilled.

REPEAL OF THE GAME LAWS, 

A REASONABLE SUBSTITUTE. 

Tue repeal of the game laws is inevitable. Sir Baldwin Leighton’s 
Police-Game-P eservation Act has rendered such repeal a mere 
question of time. The game code has become simply intolerable, 
aud must be abrogated. The action of tne Sooteh and English 
farmers in relation to this subject at the late elections has ren- 
dered that no longer a matter of doubt. And there are other 
signs that the game-law system is tottering to its fall. The 
geme-preservers are driven to act defensively. They are offering 
apologies and excuses, Their organs in the press are attempting 
to argue their case, or are suggesting substitutes for the existi 
game law. Now this course is fatal to the game laws. So long 
as the upho!ders of the corn laws could silently write down Mr 
Villiers’ annual motion for the repeal of the corn laws, they held 
their monopoly firmly, but the moment they were compelled by 
the pressure of public opinion — informed and ripened by the 
t-aching of the Anti-Corn-Law League—to resort to argument, 
their cause was lost. 

Just so it will be with the game Jaws. Indeed the difficulty of 
defending the game laws by argument is a hundredfold greater 
than was such a defence of the corn laws. In support of the latter, 
plausible sophisms, calculated to impose on the ill informed, might 
be adduced, but any true statement of the provisions and opera- 
tion of the game law will iusure its condemnation by all game- 
preservers. 

The ** Scottish Law Magazine” has an article on the game 
laws, in which some attempt at argument in their support is made. 
Thus, after admitting that the farmers have ‘ a substantial griev- 
ance ” in game preservation, the writer says ‘‘ the evils of which 
the farm rs complain have not their main seat in the game laws 
thems:lves. When men speak of abolishing the game laws, they 
generally mean anolishing the laws punishing trespass in pursuit 
of game. But were this done, the farmers might think that the 
crowds who might take to shooting in those happy times might be 
fally as injurious enemies.” ‘This is sheer nonsense. No one is 
likely to trespass on a farm who would do half the mischief to the 
farmer's cr ps, as would be done by a couple of hares. It is trne, 
however, tha: the farmer may by contract bind himself to permit 
his lanclord to preserve the wild animals, now called game, even 
if game laws were abrogated. The absence, however, of any 
special game code would greatly facilitate rational contracts on | 
ihe subject of game between laudlords and tenauts. The writer's 
remedy is to make game property. He says : *‘ It istime that the 
old fiction that game is not property were removed....... .If the 
right to game were recognised as a right of property, the parties 
interested iv it would see at once the folly of making workable 
contracts as to its enjoyment......... if hares were considered a8 
much prope:ty as sheep, a tenant would as soon dream of con- 
senting that his | ndlord should feed an uvlimited quantity of the 
latter as well us the former on his turnips......... In the interests, 
therefore, both of tenant and laudlord, the tirst improvement 10 
the law would be to declare game to be property.” Whether the 
r sults of such a cecluration would as between tenant and land- 
lord produce the results sugg:sted or not, there can be no doubt 
that th i lustration used forms ia itself a sufficient condemmatioa 
of the existing g.ume system. 

Then tue wrier considers that if game be simply declared to be 
properiy, no special legislation would be ‘ necessary for its pro- 
tection beyond the provisions which the law makes for the protec- 
‘ion of ali property.” The poacher would be punished as a thief, 
“aud ‘ne parepuernalia of close times and game licenees may dis- 
appear.” He also says, that the special legislation for game gives 
it au “¢« Xtravagant value and importanee, creating inducements 
a strovg kind to i's production in preference to animals of a more 
useful characrer.” ‘There is some truth in that. But, supposing 
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me to be declared by law to be property, we come to the old, 
the inheren’, difficulty of the subject. Game animals do not 
3 the necessary characteristics of propertv. They cannot be 
controlled or contined to the property of the quasi-owner, they 
cannot be identified, and in the absence of positive evidence by 
an eye-witness that they were taken on A's land nobody can prove 
that they are A’s game. 

The North British Agriculturist commenting on this article, 
justly points out, that one of the results of making game 
property, which from its nature wants the essential attributes 
of property, “ would be a weakening of that innate sense of 
property which exists in the minds of the most unscrupulous of 
the rural population, and which is the greatest—almost the only 
—security that the domesticated animals of the farm ~ alike sheep 
and poultry—will not be appropriated.” 


The Scottish writer then proposes that having made game 
property, and abolished seasons and licences, the S-otch game law 
should be assimilated to that of England, by enacting that where 
there is no express reservation of the game to the landlord, it 
should belong to the tenant. This, however, does not prevent 
the game laws and game-preserving operating as oppressively in 
England as in Scotland. 

The North British Agriculturist point: to a passage in the 
“ Edinburgh Review” of 1829, on the evidence [on the game 
laws] taken in the House of Lords in the previous year, and said 
to be by Lord Brougham, as indicating sounder opin‘ons than are 
to be found amongst our landed legislators at the present day. 
The reviewer there says, ‘There isa moral and political con- 
dition in the title deeds of every estate—that it shall be usd 
according to the interest of society, and not converted at one’s 
own caprice into a public nuisance. If those places of ill fame 
( e@ preserves) are not removed voluntarily to a reasonable 

istance, one shall better understand the policy of the ancient 

law by which nobody could appropriate these establishments to 
look after and preserve game without an express permirsion 
from the Crown.” 

This was written prior to the change made in the English game 
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law in 1832, whereby, ia the absence of game reservation, it 
vested in the tenant, and game was made saleable. ‘That these 
alterations of the law have utterly failed to abate the evil then 
complained of is too certain. 

Now the trae remedy for the “ public nuisance” of game pre- 
servation is a simple cepeal of all game laws whatever. The 
larger wild animals called game wiil then stand on precisely the 
same footing as the smaller, such as rats, mice, moles, sparrows, 
or blackbirds. They will belong to those who can catch them. 
But then it will be said that hares, pheasants, and partridges, 
offer t mptations to trespassing, which are not presented by such 
small fry as rats and sparrows. That may be so. We have no 
doubt that any practical man who should attempt, in our actual 
legislature, to carry the repeal of the game laws, would deem it 
prudent to be prepared, as at least a temporary substitute, with 
‘rae trespass law. Here, then, is the outline of such a trespass 
aw. 





Let trespass on another man’s land for the purpose of taking the 
wild animals, now called game, found upon it, be by law what is 
called a Tort, i.e., a wrong for which the actual occupant of the 
land shal! have a civil remedy against the trespasser. Let recovery 
of damages for such tort be sought by plaint in the County Court 
of the district in England, in the Sherift’s Court in Scotland, and 
let the Judge cf the Court be a liberty to award a limited sum, 
say not exceeding 40s, for the wrong inflicted by a wilful trespass 
without proof of special damage, and, in addition, any special 
damage which may be proved. The amount thus awarded to be a 
debt recover:ble as other debts are recovered in these local courts. 
The main objection to euch a plan is, that it would be too great a 
concession to the game-preservers to give them a special right to 
damages for what would only be an imaginary wrong. But it 
may be necessary to let down the old and inveterate evil of the 
game laws somewhat easily, and under the trained legal discretion 
of the judge or sheriff no serious oppression is likeiy to be exer- 
cised, while for proved damages—the taking of hares, pheasants, 
or partridges from A’s land—a reasonable civil remedy would be 
afforded.

culation of notes, aud 56,473,000f in the private deposits. In 
spite of the said decline, the bullion and coin of the Bank amount 
to 470,917,716f, whilst the liabilities that could be immediately 
exacted are 883,268,625f of notes and 217,360,539f of deposits. In 
presence cf such a situation, the Bank was evidently under no direct 
obligation to increase its rate of iuterest ; but in consequence of the 
augmentation at London, and in certain markets of the Continent, 
joined to the fact that bankers had begun to demand heavy dis- 
counts, inorder to profit by the difference between the price of 
money abroad and that here, the directors of the Bank in their 
weekly meeting of to-day raised their rate from 3 to 4 per cent. 
for bills, and 4 to 5 foradvances. As usual, the Bank will be at- 
tacked for this measure, by all these persoas who believe or affect 
to believe that the value of movey can be kept low in France 
when it is high abroad, and when the encaisse declines. But the 
general opinion will no doubt be that the Bank has acted pru- 
dently. 

The Bourse has not been very animated since lest Thursday, 
but to-day some agitation was produced by the elevation of the 
discount, and a fali in all securities was the consequence; it was, 
however, less than might have been expected.

The Egyptiaa loan of 3,000,000/, or to speak more correctly, 
the loan of the Viceroy of Egypt, since it is a personal affair, will 
probably soon be brought on the market, all the arrangements 
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having been completed. That it will be eagerly subscribed ; 
quite certain, seeing that it willfbe brought out under the ay ia 
of the Comptoir d’Escompte, and that the conditions of it will be 
very favourable. 


The supposition mentioned in my last, that the conversion of 
the Mexican loan of 1864 might be delayed a little in congequen 
of the delay in the launching of the new Bank of Mexigg has 
turned out to be erroneous. On Monday last the Comptoir 
d’Escompte announced that it has undertaken the operation, The 
conversion is to be effected on the terms already communicated 
to you ;—namely, for bonds of 3/ or 75f 60c, two obligations of 
500f, bearing together 60f interest, payable half-yearly, are to by 
given. The total number of obligations to be issued for the 1864 
loan is to be 500,000, representing a nominal capital of 
250,000,000f. The said obligations are to teke part in half-ye 
lo'teries, in which various prizes, amounting altogether to 
1,500,000f, are to be gained, one of them being of 500,000; ang 
besides a certain nimber of the bonds are to be paid off each 
half-year at 500f, the whole being redeemed in fifty years. More. 
over, there isto be invested in the French Three per Cents, g 
sum sufficient to produce at compound interest at the end of 
years, the means of giving each bond a bonus, or second 
reimbursement of 340f. No doubt is entertained that the 
holders will readily accept the conversion. It is true that 
the 60f (2/ 8s) they will get in cash are not equal to the 75f 60, 
(nearly 3/ 0s 64, the 6d being for exchange) they get now. But 
the chances of winning in the lotteries are estimated to be worth 
12f per annum for the two bonds, and the substitution for a non. 
redeemable debt of reimbursement in fifty years at 500f of bonds 
which wiil be identical with those of the 1865 loan issued at 340f 
and which consequently will gain a premium of 160f, is calculated 
to be worth for the two new bonds 6f 40c. In definitive, there- 
fore, the converters will enjoy 78f 40c for their 75f 600; only 
18t 40c of the amount will be represented, not in hard mon 
but by chances and expectancies. Aud the sum will be further 
augmented if to the expectancies be added the present value of 
340f payable after the lapse of fifty years. The conversion is to

it appears from statements published in the official Moniteur 
that the commercial situation of Mexico is decidedly improving, 
The Customs receipts in the first half of 1865 were 10,266,272 
piastres, and they were 5,042,567 more than in the same period of 
1864. Some mining and other enterprises have been undertaken, 
and progress is making in colonisation and in the construction of 
the railway from Vera Cruz to the capital. 

For some time past great uneasine:s has prevailed in the financial 
world with respect 10 Spain, and it has been aggravated by the 
last news. ‘The traffic on all the railways is declining. The sea- 
ports are encumbered with goods for which there is no demand; 
menufactures are languishing; agriculture is overwhelmed with 
debt and taxes; even the sale of articles of general necessity is 
declining ; and the public treasury is empty. Yet the Govera- 
ment does nothing. It does not try to attract foreign capital by 
doing justice to the wronged holders of stock and railway shares; 
it does not attempt to give vigour to manufactures and commerce 
by a reform of the Customs laws; and it does not endeavour to 
reduce the burdens on the people by changes in the financial 
administrat on. ae 

The Caisse des Depots et Consignations, by order of the Minis- 
ter of Finance, announe:d at the Bourse, at the end of last week, 
that from the 2nd to the 31st October it would employ 398,000f 
daily in the purchase of 3 per cent. stock. 

Messrs Rothschild and the Societe Generale have consented to 
advance the South Austrian and Lombard Railway Company 4 
sum cf 50,000,000f on its debentures. This loan will be of the 
greatest utility to the company, as it will enable it to continue its 
works without making a new issue of bonds to the public at an 
unfavourable moment. 

In a meeting of the shareholders of Cail and Co., one of the most 
important engine building establishments in France, a dividend of 
80f per share, for the year ending 30th June last, was declared. 
It is equal to 16 per cent. on the capital engaged. 

The Compagnie de I’ Eclairage au Guz et des Hauts Fourneaux et 
Fonderies de Marseilles, et des Mines de Portes et Senechas, has 
been paying since the 1st 14f per share as balance of the dividend 





of 1864. The Compagnie Centrale de l'Eclairage au Gaz (Le 
Bon and Co.) is paying 15f per share on accoant of dividend of 
1865. 

A curious incident has occurred in connection with the Cha- 
rentes Railway. The directors recently called a general meeting for 
the 14th; a number of shareholders have since inserted an advet- 
tisement in the newspapers entreating the shareholders to atten 
the meeting, ‘“‘as it will have a decisive influence on the future 
prosperity of the Company, and on the value of shares :’ to-day 
the directors announce that this advertisement was inserted without 
their knowledge, but that they repeat its prayer.

ention has been paid to the fact that the new Munici- 
ae oie of Marseilles, Toulouse, and I believe one or two 
other important towns, have passed resolutions declaring that 
though compelled to provide for, they do not accept the responsi- 
bility of the financial situation left by their predecessors, that 
situation presenting & current expenditure considerably exceeding 
the income, with besides debts more or less heavy. ‘'his proceed- 
ing of the Municipalities is regarded as indicating the commence- 
ment of a reaction against the excessive outlays tor the embellish- 
ment of towns which have hitherto marked the Imperial regime. 
Should the react'on extend in the provinces, it will probably reach 
Paris, and will there pus an end to aay more Haussmannisation 
of the capital, which, in the opinion of a considerable number of 
the inhabitants, is a thiug devoutly to be wished. 


Complaints are made of the dilatoriness of the Board of Cus- 
toms in the pubsication of Customs tables. It issues annually a 
large volume entitled Tubleau General du Commerce de la France, 
containing a mass of statistics of great value. We are now at the 
beginning of October, and the volume for 1864 has not appeared. 
Formerly the issues were made in June or July. The monihly 
Customs returns used to come out towards the 20th of the month, 
put for some time past most of the numbers have not appeared 
nati) the end thereof, and that of September was actually uot dis- 
tributed before the 2nd of this month of October. It is not as- 
guredly from want of hands that this delay takes place, for the 
Board of Customs, Jike every other department of the Govern- 
ment, bas about s)x times more clerks than it 1.eeds. The heads 
of the Board ought to remember that its publications are of real 
utility to the commercial world, and to numerons other persons, 
and that, consequently, promptness of publication is of the 
highest importance. Perhaps, also, the Board would do well to 
remodel altogether the monthly returns of the Customs, They 
are very elaborate and yet very incomplete. They give in op- 
pressive detail the quantities and values of the imports a d ex- 
ports of the diflerent varieties of various articles. Under the head 
of cotton tissues, for example, there are not fewer than 24 sorts set 
down, but they do not present the general totals of any of the 
articles (sugar excepted), so that in order to ascertain whether 
the import or «Xport of any particular species of merchandise 1s 
increasing or declining, one must undergo wearisome labour. 
For cotton tissues, a comparison of the quantities of any periods 
of this year with the corresponding ones of 1864 and 1863, would 
necessitate the formation of three uifferent tables of 24 items each, 
and the adding up of the same. An equally claborate operation 
would be necessary to find what portion of the imports were taken 
for consumption and what portion of the exports w re of French 
manufacture. ‘Then again, the Returns give with great minute- 
ness the quantities and values of every variety of every sort of 
goods imported from, or exported to, all the principal commercial 
countries with which France trades: but they do not contain a 
table showing at a glance how much has been sent to or received 
from each couniry. Consequentiy, if you desire to see how the 
trade between France and Englana stands, you must extract from 
not fewer than 130 pages, as often, on an average, as six times 
per page, nine different sets of figures, and must make nine sepa- 
rate additions each of 780 items, the greater part of the items 
being of six figures. And for any country the toil is almost as 
great. 


_ The Customs returns that have appeared this week show that 
imports are continuing to increase and exports to decline. The 
value of the imports for consumption in the first eight months of 
1865 was 1,770,097,000f (70,800,000/ in round figures) ; wh lst in 
the corresponding period of 1864 it was 1,634,259,000f; of 1863, 
1,553,268,000 :—and the value of exports of French production in 
the former period was 1,932,846,000f (77,300,000/.); in the 
second, 1,960,383,000f ; and in the third, 1,642,49,000f. The 
Protectionists will assuredly lament over the augmentation in the 
imports, and still more over the falling off in the exports; but as 


regards these last they must not omit to note that they greatly 
exceed the imports.

In the corresponding week of 1855, the revenue and trade 
accounts were considered satisfactory. A cavalry action be- 
tween the French and Russians had taken place near Eupatoria, 
in which the latter had been defeated. Affairs in Mexico 
were in an unsettled state. The funds continued to decline, 
and the Bank had raised its rate of discount to 54 per cent. 

In 1862, news of the victory of the Federals, under 
MClellan, at Hagerstown, in Maryland, had been received. 
The suspension had been announced of the large houses of 
Faria and Brother of Brazil, and Lindheim and Co. of Vienna, 
with liabilities in each case exceeding 300,000. Money in 
London was easy, at little more than 2 per cent. 

In 1863, Mr Sumner’s anti-British speech at New York 
had been reported in London. Much interest had been raised 
in Paris by the attempt of M. Emile Per¢ire to increase the 
capital of the Bank of Savoy, and to extend the issue of its 
notes throughout France. News of a defeat of the Federal 
General Rosencrans had arrived from America, 


————— 
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In 1864, the new Italian Ministry had been definitively 
formed. Advices from Japan stated that two English vessels 


had been fired into by a battery belonging to Prince Chosien. 
The negotiations at Prague between Austria and Prussia rela- 
tive to the Zollverein question had been postponed. Advices 
from Lima had announced the discontent of the population 
and the commercial stagnation produced by the conflict with 
Spain. Prince Couza had issued a decree introducing the 
decimal system of weights and measures into Roumania. In 
America, General Early had again been defeated by General 
Sheridan with great loss. The Bank of Prussia had raised 
its rate to 7 per cent. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1855, a deficiency of 
8,958,6501; in 1862, a deficiency of 6,221,5827; in 1863, a 


deficiency of 9,697,8952; and in 1864, a deficiency of 
9,105,1141. In 1865, the deficiency is 10,371,6921. 
Discount AND Monrny Marxket.—The directors of the 


Bank of England, on Monday, raised their rate of discount | 


from 44 to 5 per cent., and yesterday adopted a further ad- 
vance to 6 per cent.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME, 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 


The trade for wheat at Mark lane, to-day, ruled quiet. In 
home-grown sampies, sales progressed slowly at the rates current 
cn Monday, whilst foreign qualities were in limited request at late 
prices. Barley—of which there was a very moderate supply on 
offer—sold slowly at late rates. Malt was in s!ow request at pre- 
vious currencies. Oats were in good supply, and the trade ruled 
quiet at late rates. Beans and peas met a slow sale on former 
terms. ‘The flour trade was steady at full currencies. This 
week’s imports amount to 36,370 quarters of wheat, 7,720 barley, 
42,460 oats, 390 sacks and 6,300 barrels of flour. 

Both at Liverpool and Wakefield, this morning, the corn trade 
generally was very quiet, Prices, however, ruled firm. 

On Friday last, upon the declaration of the stock, the cotton 
market at Liverpool became very animated, and an advance of 
3d per lb upon the prices of the day previous was willingly paid. 
‘The demand continued brisk until Monday, when the Bank raized 
their rate of discount 4 per cent. This caused a sligbt pause. 
When the Bank deemed it advisable to still further advance the 
rate to 6 per ceut., the market again became depressed, and to- 
day’s prices are equal to the quotations of Monday last. The 
total sales of the week amount to 179,000 bales, of which spinners 
have taken 70,000 bales ; speculators, 99,000 bales ; and exporters, 
10,000 bales. ‘Toeday’s stock is 218,000 bales. 

Via the Persian Gulf, we have intelligence from Bombay to 
Sept. 25. At that date the cotton trade was firm: Broach was 
q voted at 10.897d, and Dhollerah at 11,504d per lb. Freight to 
Liverpool was 203 per ton. 

At Calcutta, during the fortnight ending Aug. 21, there was a 
continuance «f the demand for cotton on Chinese account, and 
several shipments had been made to that quarter. The imauiry 
for export to Europe was tolerably extensive, and prices of all 
qualities had an upward tendency. 

We have letters from Madras to Aug. 25. 
scriptions of cotton, the trade was firm, on higher ‘:rms. Western 
produce was quo:ed at 10d, Salem and Coimbatore ditto, at 8d to 
Sid per lb. ‘The shipments from Aug. 5 to Aug. 11 amounted to

On the whole, the state of trade at New York, during the week 
ending Sept. 23, was steady. Speaking generally, there was no 
activity apparent, and us compared with the preceding week, the 
transactions exhibited a shght falling off. But prices of most 
articles ruled firm, with, in some instances, a tendency to im- 
provement.

652,990 in 1861; and 7,584,370/ in 1860, During the week end- 
ing as above, the money market was easy, the quotation for the 
best short-dated paper being 7 per cent. 








THE COTTON TRADE. 





LIVERPOOL—Oct. 6. 

On Saturday the sales were unusually extensive, with prices 
still rising, and on Monday also a large business was done at ex- 
treme quotations, the advance in the Bank rate to 5 per cent. 
having been to generally anticipated to have much influence. On 
Tuesday and Wednesday the comparatively quiet state of the Man- 
chester market was followed by a reaction in Liverpool and some 
irregularity and decline. Yesterday the market opened with 
fresh activity and enhanced quotations, and 20,000 bales were sold, 
but after the announcement of the further advance in the Bank 
rate to 6 per cent. business was checked and prices became weaker.

Madras, fair, September shipment, 153d; Bengal, fair new mer- 
chants’, August sailing, 12d per lb. 

The sales of the week amount to 179,190 bales, including 98,800 
on speculation, and 10,290 declared for export, jeaving 70,100 
bales to the trade. ‘The sales to-day will probably amount to fully 
20,000 bales at advancing prices. 

The actual export this week is not deducted from the stock, as 
it was included in the stock declared on the 29th ult.

BraDrokD.—The unexpected further rise in the rate of dis- 
count has had a very quieting effect upon our wool market. The 
bouyancy and animation of the last few weeks has disappeared, 
yet prices are not as yet appreciably weakened. ‘The effect 
upon the yarn trade has been of the same nature. There is 
also somewhat of a lull in pieces. 

Lrxps.—There has been a slight improvement in the woollen 
cloth markets. The chief sales have been in seasonable fabrics of 
medium qualities, inc'uding a good portion of meltons in dark 
colours, and a fair proportion of tweeds and union clcths. The 
flax trade is active, and the prices of the raw material are firm.

nglish barley has been trifling—of foreign tolerably good. Fine 
qualities have been disposed of at full quotations, but grinding 
and distilling sorts have commanded very little attention. In 
prices, however, no actual decline has taken place. There has 
been a good sale for malt—the supply of which has been season- 
ably extensive—at previous rates. Good sound oats have changed 
hands somewhat freely, at full prices; but inferior kinds have met 
adull inquiry. The few samples of beans and peas on the stands 
have moved off slowly, on former terms. The sale for both Eng- 
lish and foreign fiour has falien off, yet prices have been fairly 
supported,

Directors of the Royal Bank of Ireland to the Pro- 

piietors, at their twenty-ninth annual meeting, held 

27th September, 1865. 

The Directors, in submitting their twenty-ninth 
annual report, are impres-ed with the belief that it will 
afford satisfaction to the shareholders. 

The high rates of discount prevailing during the first 
half of the past year were not maintained during the 
second period—which, on the contrary, was marked by 
terms rather under than above those ordinarily exis ing. 
The results, nevertheless, of the bank’s operations 
exhibit unmistakeabie evidence of a continued favourable 
action; and the shareholders, at the same time, will not 
fail to notice that the dividends this year had to be dis- 
tributed over a considerably larger amount of capital 
than in preceding years. 

The reserve fund on this occasion has only been nomi- 
nally increased; but, while from the lage additin 
made last year, it was not «eemed necessary to add to 
it in any essential degree this year, the Directors reta n 
the opinion they have heretofore expressed, that an in- 
crease of this fund should not, under fitting circum- 
stances, be lost sight of; as experience has convinced 
them that the comm nd of a resource of this nature is 
an important element in the successful working of the 
bank, by enabling it to carry on its operations ind pen- 
dently, as well as on account of the increased confidence 
in the bank’s stab licy, which it is calculated to afford. 

In their last report, the Directors hud tv avert to the 
death of their then late Chairman, and it is now with 
extreme regret that they have to record the resignation 
of his successor, Mr Edward Atkinson, in consequence 
of ill health. This gent.eman’s time and abilities had 
been so long and so avly devoted to the service of the 
bank, that it was with unfeigned rejuctance the Boar! 
accepted his proffered resignation, which, with a full 
sense of the lossthey sustained, they, nevertheless, were 
compelled to do. 

The vacancy created by Mr Atkinson’s retirement 
has been filled up by the election to the board of Mr 
Robert Callwell, a gentleman so well kuown and so 
highly appreciated in the mercantile community of 
Dublin, that the Directors feel no doubt of their caoice 
meeting the approval of the shareholders. 

The two Directors who, undur the provisions of the 
Deed of Settlement, should have retired from the Board 
by rotstion this year, were Joseph Hone, jun., Esq., and 
Jonathan Pim, Esq., M.P.; they were eligible for re- 
election, and would have been proposed for that pu:- 
pose on this occasion. 

The sudden and lamented death of Mr Hone, which 
took place on Monday last, precludes the election of 
more than one Director at tue present time; but the 
Board will give their earliest a tention to the filling up 
of the vacancy which thus arises.—By order of the 
Board, CHARLES COPLAND, Manager.

been destroyed. And the “ United Service Magazine” 
observes: “In all probability numbers of missing 
vessel have totally disappeared in the midst of the 
ocean in consequence of having gunpowder as part 
cargo.”
